He said a balance 
of the budget for the next 
fiscal year will not be at­ 
tained and declared he will 
submit a special message 
later proposing changes in 
laws affecting business. 
The President presented a 
terse analysis of world con­ 
ditions, 
em phasizing 
that 
perils of war make it neces­ 
sary for the nation to main­ 
tain its strength sufficiently 
high *fpn all 
purposes of 
self-defense. 
Peace, he said, has 
been kept by the United States 
despite 
provocations 
“which in 
other days, because of their seri­ 
ousness could well have engender­ 
ed war." 


Agreement .Asked 


The President emphasized his 
determination to advance on the 
same fundamentals of the New 
Deal which have hitherto been 
proposed. 
He called for prompt 
agreements on a farm program— 
now in conference between the 
house and senate—and asked spe­ 
cifically that congress “keep tho 
cost of its administration within 
the figure of current government 
expenditures in agriculture." 
Mr. 
Roosevelt re-a*serted his 
approval of proposed change* in 
tax laws but laid down three es­ 
sentials to be considered in re­ 
vision of the present statutes. 
“Three things should be kept in 
mind," he said. 
“First the to ta l- 
sum to be derived by the federal 
treasury must not be decreased a* 
a result of any changes in sche­ 
dules. 
Second, abuse* by indivi­ 
duals or corporations designed to 
escape tax-paying by using various 
methods of doing business, corpo­ 
rate and otherwise— abuses which 
we have sought, with great suc­ 
cess. to end—must not be restored. 
Third, we should rightly change 
certain provisions where they ara 
proven to work definite hardship, 
especially on the small business 
men of the nation.

finds little done to prevent a repe­ 
tition of the disaster. 
A few river cities have started 
new flood works or 
have voted 
funds for such projects, but 
on 
the whole they do not approach 
the 
grandiose schemes 
mapped 
when the full honor of the event 
was fresh in the minds of 
the 
victims. 
When the w aters subsided and 
refugees returned to their homes 
to view 
the 
havoc and misery 
wrought by the flood, feeling ran 
high. From one end of the valley 
to the other was echoed the cry: 
"It must never happen again.” 
Newspapers and speakers 
took 
up the cry. Mass meetings were 
held, and orators called 
for “im­ 
mediate action.” 
Congress Urged To Act 
When the clean up work began, 
anti-flood conferences were in full 
swing 
in 
virtually 
every 
city. 
Resolutions were adopted calling 
upon Congress to act immediately. 
And then the conferees 
went 
back home to try to rehabilitate 
themselves, 
their 
families 
and 
their business. River towns 
be­ 
gan to take on their old appear­ 
ances, 
and 
life 
returned to its 
usual, placid routine. 
An airplane observer, flying over 
this quiet and fertile region today, 
would find the landscape little 
changed. A survey of flood area 
indicates that public indifference, 
legal difficulties and vanity prob­ 
ably are the chief causes 
of the 
failure to take action. 
Many residents of valley towns 
have grown accustomed to floods 
of varying intensity and seem 
to 
accept them as a part of their 
fate. 
One old “river ra t” at M arietta, 
where the last flood caused 
$1,- 
500,000 damage, said it was “the 
curse of Satan.” 
Many cities 
have 
refused 
to 
apply for any Federal flood funds 
or to vote local funds because the 
people believe 
walls and 
other 
protective 
works would be “un­ 
sightly.” 
Costs Thwarts Projects 
Others contented the cost 
of 
the projects would far exceed the 
value of the property they were 
designed to project. 
In response to the urgent 
de­ 
mands th at poured into W ashing­ 
ton following the disaster, 
Con­ 
gress set aside about $25,000,000 
in WPA funds for flood projects. 
Under WPA rulings, 70 percent 
of the grant had to be used for 
labor with only 30 
percent 
for 
m aterials. 
The cities themselves 
were to 
purchase the rights-of- 
way. 
City 
officials 
and 
engineers 
contend flood projects cannot 
be 
built on this basis. 
City M anager Frank Sheehan of 
Portsm outh, O., one of the hardest 
hit towns in the valley, expressed 
the view 
taken 
by officials 
of 
other cities. 
“The prelim inary surveys 
been made,” he said, “and we are 
ready to add to our flood wall, but 
we can’t possibly construct an ad­ 
dition on the 70-30 basis.” 
Portsmouth Wall Inadequate 
Portsm outh’s present wall, built 
following the 1913 flood at a cost 
of about $1,000,000, was believed 
adequate protection against “any­ 
thing” th at m ight come. But

The first conspicuous tiling to no­ 
tice is the 
seasonal incidence. There j 
are such things as summer colds ; 
and, of course, you can have a cola . 
at any time of the year, but the 
tremendous incidence at ore cer­ 
tain period must mean something. 
It was not for nothing that they 
were named "colds". 
The cold, 
damp state of the weather certain­ 
ly has something r? do with “catch- j 
mg cold", although we know the 
exciting cause is a germ. 
But the question of exposure to 
told air is not tile only element in 
the situation. 
Ventilation is just 
as Important, or more Important, 
'i'he state of the air in American 
homes and public buildings in the 
winter time is enough to make 
more than the twenty million or 
more who will be victims of the 
common cold ill. 
I was in a thea­ 
ter last night and stepped out be­ 


tween the acts to get a breath of 
fresh air. 
When I returned inside 
the lobby I felt that it would be im­ 
possible for any human being to 
remain in such an atmosphere for 
ten minutes. Yet I stayed an hour, 
and by the end of the hour I had 
acclimated myself to it so that I 
did not notice how bad it was. 
It 
is not only the heat, but also the 
dryness and lack of air movement. 
Ail of these combine to dry the 
mucous membrane of the throat 
and nose and reduce the resisting 
powers of those mucous membranes 
so that when the germ of the com­ 
mon cold comes along, it gains en­ 
trance to the body easily. 
Lei Fresh Air in Home 
So vie first step in preventing 
your winter cold is to let some 
fresh air into your house and the 
place where you work. One of the 
reasons for the heat of the Ameri­ 
can home Is the discrepancy in the 
clothing of the two sexes. 
Our 
women wear thin dresses, and the 
men are dressed indoors in woolen 
clothes of a heaviness that makes 
them as warmly clad indoors as the 
women are out. The home is heat­ 
ed to suit the women. But the dry­ 
ness affects the nasal mucous mem­ 
brane of both sexes, thus the wom­ 
en catch cold just as easily as the 
men. 
So my advice is a little different 
from the average standard advice 
to keep well bundled up. American 
men should wear thinner material 
for their suits, and allow a good 
overcoat to protect them when they 
go out. 
The inside of our houses 
should be kept at a temperature 
that is comfortable, and the air 
should toe humidifled and good ven­ 
tilation should be provided. If you 
put a pan of water in your living 
room I guarantee you will be sur­ 
prised at. the qUiClcncss with which 
the water evaporates, but this is an 
indication of how much moisture 
the air inside lacks and requires.
